Washington 
split on how 
to treat PLO

WASHINGTON. — The Carter Ad- 
ministration is reportedly reassess- 
ing it* attitude towards the PLO 
following the terrorist organization's 

decision at its recent meeting in 

Damascus to ; reject UN Security 
Council resolution 242. 

The administration had been hop- 
ing the PLO would accept the resolu- 
tion, and had said it would begin 
open talks with the terrorists once 
they had done so. But these over- 
tures were scorned by the PLO. - 

The Americana, however, refused 
to' condemn the PLO refusal. At 
Friday's State Department briefing 
the spokesman, asked to comment 
on the PLO rejection, merely said 
the statement “speaks for itself." Be 
would not offer any additional com- 
ment. 

There are, however, conflicting 
assessments within the CJ.S. Govern- 
ment as to how final this PLO deci- 
sion Is. Some American specialists 
are convinced that the door remains 
open to an easing of the PLO stand, 
while others argue that the PLO can- 
not be expected to accept resolution 
242 as it now reads. (The PLO ob- 
jects that the resolution speaks of the 
Arab refugees as refugees.) 

The current reassessment in UJS. 
thiniriwg centres around the follow- 
ing question: should Washington 
continue publicly to encourage the 
PLO to moderate its stand, or should 
it now Ignore the FLO? 

Israeli' officials here believe that 
such U.S. encouragement to the PLO 
merely leads to stronger determina- 
tion; by the Arab states to insist upon 
PLO participation in the 
negotiations. If Washington did not 
keep holding out the hope for the 
Arab stales that the PLO would ul- 
timately be Included In the talks, the 
Arabs .themselves would find a way 
to resolve the question of Palestinian 
Arab representation at the Geneva 
conference, Israeli officials believe.

Bongo re-emphasized the official 
OAD policy of recognizing the boun- 
daries left over from the colonial 
era, which Somalia refuses to do. ■ 
Meanwhile the war has created 
an acute shortage of fuel and 
supplies for the Ethiopian economy 
as insurgents reportedly continue to 
ambush convoys loaded with 
supplies from the Red Sea to 
Ethiopia’s interior. 

Ethiopia’s last remaining port on 
the Red Sea is Assab, where the 
country's only oil refinery la located. 

The bulk of the nation's major food 
supplies also comes in by sea and is 
unloaded at Assab, then trucked to 
the interior or to Addis Ababa, 880 
kilometres away. 

Western diplomatic sources 
reported that -secessionists of the 
Eritrean. Liberation Front have 
widened their activity,- conducting 
harassment raids on the outskirts of 
Assab. The ELF, fighting since 1970 
'for a free Eritrea, has managed to 
block some of the heavily armed con- 
voys as they leave Assab laden with 
essential supplies. (UPL AP)

Chief of Staff MCrdechai Gur said 
over the weeekend that the IDF is 
strong enough to give Israel almost 
complete freedom of manoeuvre 
politically over the coming year. 

But Rav-Aluf Gur, in Rosh 
Haahana Interviews for army radio 
and the army magasine 
“Bamahane,” also warned that If 
there were cuts In the defence 
budget Israel would have to set 
limits to its freedom to manoeuvre 
between political and military con- 
straints. 

H? also warned that the Egyptians 
are systematically violating the 1975 
Sinai d is engagement agreement, 
and that Israel Is getting no help 
from the U.S. or the UN over its com- 
plaints about these violations. 

Surveying 'the state of the army, 
Rav-Ahxf Gur said the main achieve- 
ment during the past year had been 
“a significant strengthening of our 
assault forces — to the air, on the - 
ground and on the jiea.” As to the ar- 
my's goals in the coming year, Rav- 
Aluf Gur said the IDF must continue 
to build wisely, to develop its com- 
manders, properly train its various 
formations, and increase the mantle 
of self-confidence needed for the 
next field of battle. 

He stressed that the proper 
balance had to be found between 
developing the army for the coming 
years on the one hand and keeping to 
a state of readiness along the 
borders and for changes In the Arab 
states on the other. 

He noted that if is now necessary 
to look two to three yesrs ahead to 
building the army, as it takes that 
long for arms orders to arrive. It 
also takes a long time to inculcate 
new fighting methods to Israel’s 
largely reserves army. 

Gur stressed that a large defence 
budget la necessary If Israel' is to 
realize all its programmes and 
maintain a reasonable balance of 
forces vis a vis the Arabs. If Israel 
wants to retain Its political freedom 
of action “and be able to wage war 
under all conditions — defensive as 
well as offensive,” it must have a 


large and high-quality army, he 
said. 

He added that if the pace of Arab 
arming continued while Israel were 
limited only to a certain sum, Israel 
would be forced to set new political 
and strategic limits to Its potential 
use of force. 

However, he stressed that this 
freedom of action was at present still 
great. “And I do not think that six 
months or a year can now be 
decisive to this matter — that is. (to 
influencing the balance) between 
military power and political freedom 
for many years — that will be 
something to face up to.“. 

Describing the situation of the 
PLO terrorists to Lebanon, Gur said 
“they have better equipment and are 
organized better, in larger units, 
than ever before. 

“We realize their combat potential 
is far from small and that is why we 
take all developments to Lebanon 
seriously and make a point of seeing 
to It that the terrorists do not have a 
favourable storting line from which 
to act should they decide to attack 
us,” he said. 

The general situation to Lebanon, 
he said, was still fluid, with none of 
the parties involved knowing where 
it would lead. The Syrians, whose en- 
try had been made possible by the 
Moslem attempt to take over the 
country, had not themselves decided 
yet whether to annex Lebanon. But 
they were maintaining so.ooo -40,000 
troops there, with 300-400 tanks — so 
large a force that they had to 
reorganize their forces on the Golan. 

Egypt, he said, had been constant- 
ly violating the Stool disengagement 
agreement since- it was signed to 
1978. 

The Egyptians were maintaining 
14 to 29 battalions cm the eastern side 
of the Suez Canal instead of the eight 
allowed by the agreement. Egypt 
had also Illegally built 380 for- 
tifications there "which could ab- 
sorb five divisions from the western 
side of the Canal to practically no 
time at all; and that precisely is the 
main idea behind them," Gur warn- 
ed. 


Israeli soldier killed in 
Lebanon mortar attack 


An Israel Defence Forces soldier, 
Rav-Samal Ban Pe'er, was killed on 
Wednesday when struck by shrapnel 
from a mortar shell while operating 
a tractor in the Good Fence area, the 
IDF spokesman announced on 5M- 
day. 

If killed In Lebanese territory, he 
would be the first Israeli soldier to 
have died as a result ot the Lebanese 
civil war. 

Pe’er was helping to bund a road 
near Kibbutz Hanita. According to 
foreign reports, Israelis to the past 
have aided Lebanese villagers to the 
area. He was killed during a 
terrorist mortar bombardment of 
Christian villages near the kibbutz. 
The family has been notified. 

The spokesman, meanwhile, last 
night strongly denied a report from 


Beirut that Israeli troops stormed 
into south Lebanon and kidnapped a 
number of villagers on Friday. 

Ip Beirut, both Palestinian 
terrorist and rightist Christian 
forces claimed the Israelis had ab- 
ducted the villagers. They said those 
still in detention Included local free- 
lance journalist All Ammar who 
previously worked for the pro- 
Libyan Beirut newspaper “As- 
.Safir.” 

Sources said the Israelis had 
withdrawn after taking at least 16 
people, 12 of whom were released 
after lengthy interrogation. 

The Palestinian news agency Wafa 
reported yesterday that 10 people 
were killed when the village of 
Hasbaya was heavily shelled by 
Israeli and rightist artillery.

But the business community, 
which wants a narrow interpretation 
of the law, is fearful that business In- 
terests in the Arab world might suf- 
fer. Several business group* have 
submitted recommendations to the 
Commerce Department, including 
the prestigious Business Roundtable, 
which played a key role to reaching a 
compromise with the Jewish 
organizations on the wording of the 
new law. Other groups that filed 
recommendations include the Rule of 
Law Committee, which represents 
such enterprises as Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank, CSty Bank, and General 
Electric, and three other major 
business fimn* — Araxnco, Mobil and 
Fluor (the latter three filing separate 
briefs). 

It to now up to the Commerce 
Department to Issue its policy 
guidelines — a decision that will be 
critical to the success or failure of 
the new law. 

Xh urging strict enforcement of the 


new law, the Jewish groups said the 
intent of Congress was to “ban com- 
pliance” with 'foreign boycotts.” 
They referred to Carter’s statement, 
made at the signing ceremony, that 
the “Administration will now effec- 
tively enforce this important 
legislation..." They added: 

“No longer to it the policy of the 
U.S. merely to encourage and re- 
quest U.S. concerns not to comply 
with or support such restrictive trade 
practices. Rather, this country’s 
policy to now to prohibit U.S. con- 
cerns from complying with or sup- 
porting such practices, including 
those directed aga inst U.S. persons.” 
Clearly, the Jewish groups ware 
concerned about loopholes through 
which either buyers or sellers might 
circumvent the Intention of the law.

Israel’s settlement plans In 
the administered territories 
cast a heavy shadow on the Arab 
foreign ministers’ conference, 
which met behind closed doors 
in Cairo yesterday. 

The ministers ot the 20-nation Arab 
League opened their three-day ses- 
sion with appeals for concerted ac- 
tion against what was described as 
Israel’s moves toward "practical 
annexation ot the occupied 
territories.” 

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul- 
HaHm Khaddam proposed that an 
Arab summit conference be conven- 
ed next month to discuss the Issue. 
He also called for UN punitive 
measures. and sanctions against 
brae!, as well as for Its suspension 
from the world body. 

Khaddam has already invited his 
Moslem and non-aligned counter- 
parts for a meeting to New Fork on 
the eve of the opening of this 
month's UN General Assembly ses- 
sion to discuss Israeli policies to the 
administered areas. 

"We have to adopt a plan of action 
•against these criminal measures and 
be resolute in the face of this flagrant 
challenge that endangers peace and 
security in the region,'' Baudl 
Foreign Minister Saud el Faisal said 
at the opening session of the three- 
day meeting of the League’s 
ministerial council. 

On a similar note Mahmoud Rlad, 
the League's secretary-general, told 
the foreign ministers that "after 80 
years ot claiming they want peace 
with us, Israel finally has divulged 
Its aggressive, expansionist inten- 
tions to on attempt to impose a fait 
accompli and deprive the 
Palestinians of their national rights. 

“We have reached the 
-crossroads.. Jt is now necessary for , 
us to take definite political action." 


to an official report released in 
Amman yesterday, Jordan said that 
Israel has set up 76 Jewish 
settlements in “occupied Arab 
territories” since the Six Day War at 
1987. 

A government spokesman said that 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Hasson Ibrahim has been instructed 
to submit the report to the Arab 
League Council to Cairo and urge 
collective Arab diplomatic action to 
counter the Israeli trend. 

“The Israelis are trying to confront 
the world with a fait accompli in the 
Arab occupied areas. They are Ignor- 
ing and violating UN resolutions and 
international laws that prevent 
alteration of areas occupied by 
farce,” the report added. 

The foreign ministers of too so- 
called confrontation s t a t e s of Egypt, 
Syria sad Jordan were expected to 
meet on the sideline to coordinate 
their policies prior to the bilateral 
talks they — and their Israeli 
counterpart — will bold with UJS. 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance on 
the eve of the General Assembly ses- 
sion. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy conferred yesterday to Cairo 
with Soviet Ambassador Vladimir 
Polyakov, but no details were dis- 
closed. 

PL O chairman Teaser Arafat 
yesterday reported the Soviet Union 
as having pledged to him to “foil” 
any Middle East settlement that is 
exclusively orchestrated by the U.5. 
Arafat also quoted the Soviets as un- 
dertaking to play an active role 
toward the reconvening of the 
Geneva Middle East conference to 
the presence of all parties concerned, 
including the Palestinians. 

to Washington, the U.S. yesterday 
tersely dismissed Arafat's statement 
that he had enlisted the service of the 
Soviet Union to oppose U.S. efforts to 
bring peace to the Middle East. 


Sharon’s settlement plan is 
for sparsely settled areas

Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
the minister to charge of settlement 
policy, on Friday night outlined a 20- 
year plan for establishing two 
million Israelis to a new belt of 
settlement paralleling the old — and 
running from the Golan to the north 
along the Jordan to Ophira (Sftarm 
e-Sheikh) at the southern tip of Sinai. 

Discussing the plan — revealed by 
the press last week'— for the first 
time, Sharon sketched on a large 
map for Israel TV viewers three 
main areas of settlement: the 
B50km-Jong strip from the Golan via 
the eastern slopes of Samaria to 
Ophira: a shorter strip on the 
western slopes of Samaria to the east 
of the band of Israeli Arab villages 
called the “Little Triangle’’; and a 
widened Jerusalem corridor connee- • 
ting up with the Jordan Rift 
settlements. 

He noted that all, including the 
West Samaria atrip, . are to areas 
with only sparse Arab populations 
now. 

There would also be major east- 
west roads to connect the existing 
main centre of Jewish settlement to 
the coastal plain with the new, 
parallel strip along the Jordan. One 
of these would run due east from 
Petah Tikva, crossing Samaria 
between Ham all ah and Nablus. 

Sharon noted that- another area 
requiring settlem’ent was the 
southern slopes of Judea from Arad 
north to Hebron. Here, he noted, 
Hebron Hills Arabs have already . 
been crossing the old Green Line and 
seizing land in pre-1967 Israel. 

Asked whether new settlements 
would be authorized within six 
months, Sharon said “I believe they 
will be auhorized even sooner.” He 
refused to be held to Gush Emunim's 
demand that 22 new settlements be 
approved, stating “the decision wiQ 
be purely the government's." But he 
noted that the Likud had won the 
election on a platform of en- 


couraging Jewish settlement. 

Sharon said “Z am thinking in 
terms of mtiiinnw of settlers. One 
must look ahead. The main objective 
Of Israel should be to double its 
Jewish population to six to eight 
million" over the next 20-30 years. 

“If we want a strong, independent 
state we must give up settling just on 
the coastal strip and move 
elsewhere,'’ he said. Otherwise 
Israel would consist of a mass ot con- 
crete from Ashkelon to Nahariya, all 
within the range of Arab guns and 
having to rely on friendly powers for 
protection. 

Sharon said Israel “would not 
tolerate a situation where Jews will 
- not be able to settle aU over the Land 
of Israel." , 

"I believe it has been made clear, 
and I'm sure it will be made clear, 
that when it comes to settlement 
Jews and Arabs will live-all over this 
country.” 

Asked by the interviewer whether 
adverse foreign reaction would 
affect the rate of Jewish settlement, 
Sharon said: “We are always talking 
about the international community 
... I don’t think we owe them 
anything." 

“I don't see anyone who has the 
right to tell us where to live or not to 
live. This is our country.” 

In Washington the U.S. State 
Department declined on Friday *to 
comment on press reports of the 
Sharon plan. 

At the daily news briefing, the 
State Department spokesman said 
the U.S. would not react publicly to 
“speculative'' news reports. 

Tbe plan was front-paged in 
Friday’s “New York Times." 

Privately, however, U.S. officials 
said they were disturbed, that the 
Sharon plan had surfaced at this 
time, when the Carterod m inistratlon 
plans a series of meetings with Arab 
and Israel foreign ministers during 
the forthcoming UN General 
Assembly session. 


Young terrorists caught in Gaza 


GAZA (Itim). — Security forces 
recently uncovered a terrorist cell 
after a local youth blew himself up 
while setting a home-made bomb to 
the market place here a week ago. 

Tbe 18 -year-old youth was badly In- 
jured in the blast, and It was at first 
thought that he was simply passing 
by when the explosive went off. An 


investigation revealed that he had in- 
tended setting off the charge next to 
Israeli vehicles parked in the 
market. The cell, made up of a few 
young members of the Fatah terror 
group, w as broken up before it could 
carry out planned terror actions to 
Israel. Explosives were found in 
their possession.

Maimon also credited the change 
in mood — in 1971 and 1972 Gaza was 
struck by waves of -terrorist In- 
cidents — to the population's lear- 
ning that he advocated "reward and 
punishment.” In ether words, act 
nicely and you receive help; cross us 
and we take away your privileges. 

He said that, the Gazans learned 
there Is no possibility of making 
gains with the military government 
by violent means. "We waged war 
with the terrorists here and won it 
completely." he said. “Many people 
were injured and arrested. I think 
that the results were taken seriously 
and we took away their desire for 
violence."

Aluf-MLshne David Farhi, adviser 
to the coordinator of activities in the 
administered areas., drowned yester- 
day while swimming off the Netanya 
beach. He was 41. The cause of the 
drowning was not immediately 
clear. 

Farhi, who served as director- 
general of the Information Ministry 
in' the Rabin government, was an ex- 
pert on Arab affairs. He lectured at 
the Hebrew University, and in 1972- 
73 studied at Oxford. 

He rose rapidly In the army, ser- 
ving after 1967 first as adviser to the 
Military Governor of Judea and 
Samaria, and later at Army head- 
quarters. * 

In March 1974 he was tapped by 
Shimon Peres, then the new Minister 
of Information, to be the ministry’s 
’'director-general. He stayed at this 
post under Aharon Yariv in the 
Rabin government until Yariv's 
resignation and Rabin’s decision .to 
disband the ministry. 

Shortly after that Farhi returned 
I to the army and the post of adviser 
to the Area's coordinator. 

He leaves a wife, and a son by a 
previous marriage. 


Maimon also cited a third factor 
for the favourable atmosphere — the 
drastic improvement in economic 
conditions. He recalled that "when 
we first came to Gaza, there were 
extremely bard times.” He believed 
that there Is a direct connection 
between the lack of work and 
terrorist acts, and stated that "local 
residents are busy making money, 
so other things are pushed aside." 

New, modern stores have opened 
and Gazans are earning money in 
both agriculture and industrial 
development. 

The results of the economic up- 
turn, he claimed, could be seen even 
in the local refugee camps — - 
building of modern villas, new elec- 
trical appliances, new clothing, in- 
vestment in gold. 

Despite the quiet, many Israelis 
still hesitate to travel in Gaza. "It 


Isn't easy to forget recent history. 
Israelis have impressions of Gazans 
as murderers. Israelis are being un- 
derstandably careful because we 
have actually moved from extreme 
to extreme — from war and 
terrorism to relative quiet.” 
Maimon declared. 

Throughout his term, Maimon 
tried to encourage mutual contact. 
The Riahpn Lezion soccer team 
played a game with their counter- 
parts from RafaJb In the southern 
Gaza Strip; members of various 
local councils have visited Israeli 
regional councils which surround the 
strip and vice versa, and Jewish tour 
groups are hosted by the military 
government. 

How will the new "equalisation of 
services" ruling be felt? He state: 
"The Intention to equalize services Is 
already being carried out. The only 
thing needed is larger budgets. 
Maybe with the new decision — our 
policies will be carried out faster." 
He referred to new health 
programmes, more refugee housing 
and agricultural advances. 

Maimon put special emphasis on 
Jewish settlements In the Rafah Ap- 
proaches south of the strip. “The 
solution to Gaza’s security lies In 
these new settlements. Until we 
began to settle there, the area was In 
direct control of gun smugglers and 


terrorists. Today it farms the border 
between desert and agriculture." he 
said. 

As for the future, M aim on sees 
Gaza Strip residents living together 
with Israelis with mutual support 
and understanding. "It will become 
clear in Gaza that it is simply more 
worthwhile to live together in peace. 
One group can complement the 
other. 'Time Is on our aide. There is 
certainly less hate on both sides th an 
there was five, and certainly 10 
years ago," he said. " • 


Maimon ’s successor, Yosef Castel, 
was raised to the rank- of Tat-Aluf 
with his appointment as Gaza 
military commander. Born in 1926, 
Castel served In the Hagana and, 
after the War of Independence, as an 
infantry officer. In 1988 he was 
transferred to the Golani brigade 
where he later commanded the 
reconnaissance unit. 


Castel was appointed commander 
of a regiment in an elite unit in 1961 
and in 1963 he was appointed com- 
mander of the non-commissioned of- 
ficers’ school. After several senior 
command positions, in 1969 he 
was named head qf the central of- 
ficers school. In 1974 he commanded 
the Infantry school, and in 1975 he 
was named military attache in 
Argentina.

WASHINGTON — Over the past few 
months, the Carter Administration 
has been bombarded with letters 
from Israel supporters throughout 
America expressing concern over 
U.S. policy In the Middle East. At 
one point, the letters arriving at the 
White House on this issue were run- 
ning nearly 90 per cent in favour of 
Israel. 

A decision, therefore, was made 
within the Administration to draft a 
standard "Dear Concerned 
American" reply. The letter would 
of course have to be geared towards 
the strong supporter of Israel and 
would have to try to ease his con- 
cerns. At the same time, it would 
have to accurately reflect U.S. 
policy. Assuming that others — in- 
cluding the Arabs — would also read 
the letter. It would have to avoid an- 
tagonizing them as well. 

This past week, the Administra- 
tion put the finishing touches to the 
letter, and it began arriving at 
households around the country. The 
decision was made' at a high level to 
have the letter signed by State 
Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter m, whose official title is 
Assistant Secretary for Public 'Af- 
fairs and Department Spokesman. 

After reading the letter, however, 
several pro-Israel activists here ex- 
pressed disappointment. "Ibis Is the 
best the Administration could do?" 
one of them asked rhetorically. 

Especially disconcerting was the 
paragraph on the “territorial issue." 
Because the letter represents one of 
the most concise yet up-to-date ex- 
pressions of existing U.S. policy 
toward resolving the Arab-Israell 
dispute, it is worth reprinting In full. 
The nuances will be interesting, even 
though there are no departures from 
the well-known policy that has been 
laid out by the President, Secretary 
of State Cyras Vance and other top 
officials. 

"Dear Concerned American: 

“On behalf of President Carter, I 
am replying to your message ex- 
pressing -concern about Ad- 
tninistraton policy in the Middle 
East. 

"A complete answer to the 

questions you raised cannot be 
separated from an explanation of 
our overall efforts to help reach a 
peace settlement In that troubled 
area of the world. The President, 
.Vice-President, and Secretary of 
State have spelled out the elements 
which the U.S. believes must all be 
Included If such a settlement is to be 
successfully negotiated by the par- 
ties to the conflict. They are as 
follows: 

"Full peace. Including open 
borders, commerce, cultural ex- 
changes, and official relationships. 

In sum, a full and normal 
relationship between Israel and her 
Arab neighbours. We believe this is 
essential to give Israel confidence 
that the Intentions of Its neighbours 
are peaceful, and to create con- 
ditions and new attitudes that will 
make future wars unlikely and thus 
help ensure Israel's long term sur- 
vival. 

“Territorial Issue. Based on ef- 
forts over the 10 years since the 1967 
war to help resolve the Arab-Israell 
conflict.. such a peace wfll be most 


difficult to achieve if it involves 
Israeli retention of substantial 
' territory occupied in that war. 

. Without prejudging exactly where 
final borders should be, it is our view 
that major changes in the 1967 lines 
are not consistent with UN Security 
* Council Resolution 242, which all the 
governments .concerned have 
accepted as the basis for a settle- 
ment. and which envisages the ex- 
change of occupied territory for 
recognition and peace. 

“It is our belief that only by accep- 
tance of the principles of territorial 
withdrawal on all fronts and full 
peace can there be & realistic 
chance for negotiations to succeed.

Sourjon said that he gets a war- 
ning of arrest ‘‘U 1 am even a week 
late in payment” However, he said 
he didn’t mind paying the support 
“so that I shall have a dear con- 
science if and when I find my 
childr en again." 

Sourjon, an automobile up- 
holsterer, said he married hia 


American-born wife Peggy (nee 
Rothschild), who immigrated from 
St. Louis, Missouri, in 1970. They h«) 
two .children, Maya, age 6. and 
Yossi, 2ft. In July 1976, they decided 
to get a divorce on grounds of incom- 
patibility and filed suit' in the Rab- 
binate Court She moved Is with, her 
parents in the Nave Sbe’anan 
quarter with the children. 

Sourjon reported that she did not 
appear for the next hearing of the 
suit and her lawyer resigned from 
the case, claiming that aha hafl Ala , 
appeared. 

He checked with the Border Con- 
trol of the Israel Police and es- 
tablished that hia wife had not left 
the country under her married or her 
maiden name. He claimed to have 
information she managed to leave 
the country with the children on a 
U.S. passport that she £ad received 
under an assumed name. Both 
children were registered as U.S. 
citizens at birth, he said.

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Find pushes back 
age of Shikmona

HAIFA. — Eight undamaged 
earthenware jars found last week at 
the Tel Shikmona archaeological dig 
on the southern approaches to Haifa 
appear to have pushed back the age 
of settlement at the site by 200 years 
r- to the expulsion of the Hyksos 
from Egypt in the 16th century BCE. 

A spokesman for City Hall, which 
finances the 15-year-old dig, said the 
vessels appear to have been found at 
bedrock. “ It this la confirmed," he 
said. ’Tt would, mean that they are 
remnants of the first settlement at 
this spot.” The spokesman added 
that ‘more pottery is expected to be 
found as the dig continues. 

.The dig, directed by Dr. Yosef 
Elgaviah, had been going on every 
summer since 1963. The team of 
archaeology students and volunteers 
are working under difficult con- 
ditions, standing in a- deep, airless 
pit in muddy sofl from which water 
cannot be drained because of the 
depth. 


New book suggests 
Carter purposely 
torpedoed Peres

TEL AVIV. — Labour. Party leader 
Shimon Perea’s refusal to accept 
political “help” from U.S. president 
Jimmy Carter may have led to the 
Carter remark that some see os hav- 
ing cost Labour the election — accor- 
ding to a massive new book by 
"Yedlot Aharonot" reporter Arye 
Avneri on the downfall of the Labour 
Party. 

In his book “Hamapolet” (The 
Downfall) Avneri relates that on the 
eve of the May' 17 election Carter 
asked Peres through the U.S. am- 
bassador if he could help him. Peres 
declined. 

A few days later Carter dropped 
remarks about a “homeland for the 
Palestinians" — a move which in the 
view of some observers contributed 
to the collapse of -the Alignment and 
the Likud’s assumption of power. 

The 056-page book, which is 
published by Yehuda Schiff's 
Revivim house, also says that in a 
desperate effort to stave off defeat 
the Alignment electoral committee 
decided to announce that former 
UA. ambassador to the UN Arthur 
Goldberg would join the Cabinet (Its 
Cabinet) after the elections as 
Minister for the Jewish People. But 
Goldberg declined the idea. 

Another “find” Avneri relates Is 
that Likud representatives, when 
Likud leader Menahem Begin was in 
hospital following a heart attack, ap- 
proached Peres to ask him to join the 
Likud as a substitute for Begin 
should the latter be incapacitated. 
But Peres, sure of winning, refused, 
Avneri alleges.

NIC OSIA. — He new president of 
Cyprus. Spyros Kyprianou, sold 
y esterd ay that Greek Cypriots would 
accept federation on the island, but

Addressing a special session of the 
Bouse of Representatives after tak- 
ing the oath of office, Kyprianou, 44 , 
Stressed that Cyprus must remain a 
unified state under say settlement of 
the dispute between Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots. 

"Greek Cypriots and Turkish 
Cypriote must be free to live where 
they wish, work where they wish, 
move freely where they wish," said 
the successor to the late Archbishop 
Makarios. 


The Turkish side has declared a 
Turkish Federated State of Cyprus in 
the northern third of the island which 
the Turkish Army has occupied for 
three years. In a federation the 
stress is on the supremacy of the 


common government while In a con- 
federation the sovereign In- 
dependence of each s't&te Is 
emphasised- 

Turkish Cypriot leader Raul 
Denjctash baa warned foreign am- 
bassadors to Cyprus that they will be 
barred from the Turkish part if they 
recognise Kyprianou as president of 
all Cyprus and not Just of the Greek 
sector. 

The House was packed with senior 
government officials, foreign 
diplomats and UN representatives — 
an Indication that the new Greek 
Cypriot leader is accepted by most if 
not all countries as president of 
Cyprus. 

Britain, the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union are among several countries 
that have already stated they will 
continue to recognise the govern- 
ment of the island republic exactly as 
they did under Makarios. (Reuter, 
UPI) 


Earth tremors trap workers 
in Transvaal gold mines 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — At 
least 14 black mine workers were 
killed and 28 others were missing 
after an earth tremor shook two 
Western Transvaal gold mines, min* 
officials said yesterday. 

The officials said the bodies of 12 
black miners had been recovered 
from Blyvooruitzlcht mine, and two 
more dead blacks had been brought 
to the surface at Hartebeesfontein. 
100 kilometres away. 

The officials said 23 miners, in- 
cluding a white, were still misslngat 
Blyvooruitzlcht, while three more 
blacks were still trapped un- 
derground at Hartebeesfontein. 

Mine officials Bald there was "lit- 
tle hope" that the blacks misa in g at 
Hartebeesfontein would be found 
alive. 

"Teams are working round the 


clock towards the section where they 
are trapped, but there Is no sound 
whatever from that area. It is our 
presumption that all three are 
dead,", a spokesman for Anglo-Vaal 
Mining Group said. 

A Rand Mines spokesman said 
rescuers at Blyvooruitzlcht were 
still hopeful of finding some of the 
missing men alive. They include a 
white supervisee Willem Bester. 

Rescuers said areas round the 
rock falls at both mines were badly 
damaged, . making it difficult and 
dangerous to reach the missing men. 

"The work is delicate and they are 
moving the rocks by hand," the 
Rand Mines official added. 

The accident at Hartebeesfontein 
is the second this year. Nine men 
were killed and 49 injured in January 
when a shaft collapsed.

UK flights cut 40% again as strike goes on 


Panama protestor dies 


LONDON (UPI). — British airports 
again axed 40 per cent of incoming 
and outgoing flights yesterday as the 
nation's air traffic control assistants 
continued an indefinite strike that is 
costing airlines a total £2m- (about 
IL34m.) a day and causing flight 
delays of up to 24 hours. 


The 88 0 assistants, who normally 
operate airport computers, walked 
off the Job to pressure the govern- 
ment to grant a pay hike already ap- 
proved by the Civil Aviation Authori- 
ty (CAA).The government says the 
raise Infringes its anti-inflation 
programme. 


Police fire on Indian mob, kill four 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Police in a 
remote area of northeastern Bihar 
state opened fire on an unruly crowd 
on Friday and killed four people, In- 
dia’s national news agency reported. 
It said 16 were wounded. 

The police fired In "self-defence" 
against a large crowd that marched 
to a police station and began setting 
fires and Aging- vehicles, an of- 
ficial statement by the Bibar govern- 
ment said. 

The government statement, issued 
late Friday In the Bihar of 


Patna, said a curfew was Imposed 
and police units reinforced. 

It said the mob had demanded the 
arrests of those responsible for an in- 
cident described only as an "un- 
natural offence," a term police use 
for gang rape and similar types of 
violence. 

The region has been the scene of 
some of the worst caste discrimina- 
tion. with frequent reports of attacks 
on the area’s umtouchablea, the out- 
casts of Hinduism’s ancient caste 
'system. 


Airline spokesmen said their com- 
panies were operating at least 80 per 
cent of their flights — the traffic level 
adopted when the assistants first 
walked off the job on August 6. 

A possibility of solving the dispute 
was blocked last Thursday when the 
assistant controllers walked off the 
job after a threat to suspend them if 
they caused more delays. 

Len Vasa, spokesman for the air 
controllers guild said "Flight safety 
will be the (controllers') number one 
priority. Expediting of aircraft will 
be very much second place." 


A spokesman for- the assistants 
said they were consulting with other 
members of their union about “the 
need to escalate the strike." 


But flight cancellations and the 
defection of thousands of travellers 
to road, sea and rail transport has* 
prevented mass chaos at most air- 
ports, a CAA spokesman said. 

"We are operating as we have been 
all last week," said a spokesman for 
British Airways, which announced 
cancellations of 46 short-haul and 
four long-haul flights yesterday. 

Airlines reported delays ranging 


from a few minutes for short con- 
tinental flights to 24 hours for some 
long-haul charters. Transatlantic 
Sights were befog delayed an average 
of five hours, they said. , 

Vasa claimed that a large part of . 
the delays were caused by French 
and Spanish air controllers pay dis- 
putes. In Madrid, a strike scheduled 
for September 15 by Spanish air con- 
trollers appears to have been averted 
with government agreement .to 
transfer airport . towers from 
military to civilian control, a con- 
trollers’ spokesman -said on Friday. . 

The 780 controllers have been on a- 
work-to-rule slowdown for one year 
by following safety regulations to the 
letter. The slowdo w n has caused 
delays of up to five hours in depart 
tores and arrivals in ititornatfcwrai 
flights recently because of the ' 
cumulative effect of the British 
strike.

Stocks pause for Labour Day 


NEW YORK (API — For the second 
year in a row. Wall Street marks 
the traditional "business new year" 
on Labour Day tomorrow in a mood 
of apprehension over economic and 
business prospects. 

A year ago investors were looking 
ahead to what became known as the 
economic "pause” of the closing 
months of 1976. 

This year, the financial communi- 
ty has spent most of the summer 
debating whether something 
similar — or a slump of more severe 1 
consequence — Is In store. 

AH securities and commodities ex- 
changes In the DA and Canada will 
be closed to morrow for Labour Day. 
Most banks and government offices 
In both countries also will be closed. 

"Last year’s so-called ’pause’ did 
not result In a recession, this year's 
slowdown does not appear likely to, 
either," said New York’s Manufac- 


turers Hanover Trust. 

But the bank's economists added: 
"To be sure , this fo recast is made 
with less confidence than it might 
have been this time a year ago." 

For the stock market, the result of 
this uncertainty has been steady 
downward pressure, relieved only by 
a broad but slow-placed rally in the 
last few trading sessions before the 
holiday weekend. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 In- 
dustrials rose 16.89 to 872.31 last 
week, but still showed a 51-point loss 
since the middle of July.

LONDON (Reuter). — A pretty 
blonde school teacher collapsed In 
the dock on Friday after a Jury found 
her not guilty of giving illicit love 
lessons to an 11 -year-old boy pupil. 

Mrs. Sandra Mayhew, 26, was 
overcome after a four-and-a-half day 
trial during which the boy described 
Intimate details of her body, in- 
cluding the colour of her pubic hair, 
a rash on her breasts, and an ab- 
dominal scar. 

Mayhew denied charges that she. 
had indecently assaulted the boy and 
committed an offence of gross In- 
decency against him. The case was 
brought to court after the boy suf- 
fered a urinary tract disorder. 

Outside the court a crowd cheered 
Mayhew and office staff lined the 
streets waving qs she drove off 
cuddling her husband, a civil ser- 
vant. 

The bizarre teacher-pupil case at 
Lewes Crown Court, south of here, 
hit the headlines after the boy, 
described in court as a "teacher’s 
pet" and the son of a policeman, said 
he bad taken part in sex sessions 


with Mayhew at her home while her 
husband was at work. 

The hoy gave detailed accounts of 
what occurred during the alleged 
bedroom episodes. 

During cross-examination 
Mayhew said the boy could have 
seen details of her body when she 
wore a bikini while taking him and 
other pupils for a swim. She describ- 
ed the boy as sulky and said "he was 
always at my elbow.” 

Part of the evidence produced In 
court ' by the prosecution was an . 
autograph book she gave the boy. A 
poem written by her said: "...and 
keep a little corner for me in your 
heart." 

After she regained her composure 


Mayhew told reporters: "I feel 
thoroughly vindicated." 

An education department 
spokesman said Mayhew bad Jbeeu 
suspended with foil pay during the 
trial. "I would presume that as she 
has been acquitted she has every 
right to wish to return to work," he 
said. But tbe teacher said she would 
have a holiday first before con- 
sidering whether she was going to 
resume teaching. 

The boy’s mother wept after the 
verdict. • 

Earlier Judge Brian Grant told the 
jury they would have to consider 
whether the boy had told "diabolical 
lies." He pointed out no motive had 
been suggested for the boy to tell lies 
in the course of the evidence.

Ethiopians rally round 
‘Arab domination , fear 

The largely Arab-backed movements fighting against Ethiopia are 
aiming not only at overthrowing the Marxist military regime there , 
but at changing the political map of the Bom of Africa — and with it 
the power structure of the Red Sea littoral states, according to 
COLIN LIGUM. Be reports from Khartoum after visiting the Sudan 
and Somalia, where he met leaders of the seven major rebel 
movements - 


stand In the military parade in 
Tripoli carried anti-aircraft rockets, 
according to Tripoli radio. An officer 
of the popular resistance force said 
recently the force is ideal for Libya's 
defensive purposes to case of an "ex-

"An invader, facing guerrilla war- 
fare, would have to pay dearly to 
human lives for attacking any of the 
cities’* along Libya’s 1,200 mile 
coastline, where SO per cent of the 
country’s 2 A million population is 
centred, the officer said. 

During the border flare up with 
Egypt, ■ popular" resistance fighters 
guarded government installations to 
Tripoli- In Tobruk, nearer to the 
border with Egypt, civilians went 
.about their ordinary work with 
automatic rifles slung on their 
shoulders. 

Eventually, the working age pop- 
uiaton will be merged into a "million 
man" force at Libyans to “defend 
their land, honour and revolutionary 
achievements," Gaddafi said to Ids 
speech. 

The process Is already underway, 
Gaddafi said, to harmony with the 
"third universal theory" he propos- 
ed in his “Green Book." 

"In t!ri« country. It has become the 
right and duty of every Libyan man 
and woman to carry arms," added 
Gaddafi who Is described by Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat as the 
"madman of Libya." 


ETHIOPIA is facing Its darkest hour 
since Ahmed the Left-Handed, the 
great Islamic warriof, narrowly fail- 
ed to storm the towering Abyssinian 
highlands to the middle of the 19th 
century to an attempt to break the 
2.000-year old power of the Christian 
Amharas. 

Now, one of the battalions of the 
West Somali Liberation Front 
fWSLF) fighting its way across the 
Somali nomadic plains of Ethiopia 
towards Jijlga and the Awash valley 
is named after Ahmed the Left- 
Handed. Although the wars present- ~ 
ly being waged on all four sides of 
Ehthiopia have last the character of 
a Ctorlstian-Moslem struggle, the Ad- 
dis Ababa regime, the Dergue, atQl 
arouses Ethiopian patriotic fervour 
by exploiting traditional fears of 
"Arab domination." 

Yet, one of the Dergue ’s only four 
allies is Libya — the most radical 
Islamic state. More predictably, 
another of its allies (though only a 
minor one) is Israel. The two most 
influential allies are the Soviet bloc 
and Cuba. 

This curious alliance pattern il- 
lustrates the extreme complexity of 
the situation to the Horn of Africa. 
The most extraordinary aspect is 
that the Russians are now the only 
major supplier of arms to both 
Ethiopia and Somalia, the main ex- 
ternal centre of opposition to the 
Dergue. 

There are, in fact, not one but 
three separate military challengers 
to the rule of the Dergue. Although 
all share a common interest in 
wishing to secure the defeat of the 
Dergue, their ainm are in fundamen- 
tal conflict with each other. 

It is the group of, Arab-oriented 
"national liberation movements" 
which at present offer the most 
serious challenge to the Dergue. If 
they succeed, old Ethiopia will dis- 
integrate Into small states. Some of 
these would join up with neighbour- 
ing Somalia to achieve the 
emergence of a .Greater Somalia. 
This would then become one of the 
most powerful states in the Horn, in- 
stead of being one of .the smallest 
and poorest to Africa. 

SOMALIAN nationalism Is now the 
most powerful force to the region. Its 
inspiration is the "ingathering of the 
exiles**: the Somali nomads who for 
centuries have wandered across the 
face of north-east Africa from 
Djibouti to the east to the Awash 
valley to present-day Ethiopia to the 
west; and down to Kenya in the 
south. , 

At its birth as a modern state to 
1960, the Somali Republic's flag was 
hoisted; with five stars- — each 
ropgerenting region. ^of Somali- 

speaking people. Two of these 
starred regions — the former Italian 


Somalia and the British Protectorate 
of Somaliland — merged to fox^m the 
new homeland. The third region — 
Djibouti — was recently liberated 
from French rule; while it opted for 
separate independence, its orienta- 
tion is pro-Somali. The fourth region 
lies in Ehiopia. and the fifth to the 
Northern Frontier province of 
Kenya. 

The battle is now on for the 
"liberation" of what is called West 
Somalia. The Somalis have always 
kept up their claims to the Qgaden 
and the Haud areas to the east of the 
'Shehelli river; what is surprising 
and new is the extent of the claims 
now being put forward by the West 
Joxdall Liberation Front. 

- in their 'humming exile bead- 
quarters to Mogadishu, the capital of 
Somalia, eager fingers roll out the 
map and trace the "historic borders 
of Greater Somalia." 

"All the land to -east of Awash 
river Is Somaliland," says Sheriff 
Hussein Mohammed, the deputy- 
secretary-general of the Front, a 
former teacher, who has been a 
military leader since 1963. 

This ambitious claim opens up an 
entirely new dimension to the Somali 
nationalist struggle. Hitherto un- 
noticed in the outside world, the 
borders of the "SomaH nation” were, 
it appears, proclaimed at a con- 
ference near Harar on 15 January 
1976. 

At this conference, the Front es- 
tablished two branches of the 
struggle — Waraya and Abbo. These 
are two dialects of Somali. The 
leader of. the Waraya branch is Ab- 
dulahi Baasaa Mohammed, a former 
lecturer to Arabic at Cairo Universi- 
ty, a 35-year-old native of Jijiga. 

The seceretaxy -general of the

Abbo branch is Mohammed All 
RUbey, but its charismatic leader is 
the legendary Waago Gutsu Usu, 
the chairman of the Front's ■polit- 
buneau, 

“We are the elected leaders and 
when we have taken Jljiga, 
Dire daw a and Harar, we will join the 
Greater Somalia and work to com- 
plete the unification of all the Somali 
peoples insists Sheriff Hussein 
Mohammed. 

Another national liberation front 
which has its exile headquarters in 
Mogadishu as .well as in Riyadh 
(Saudi Arabia) is that of the Afars. 
They — who control the vital cor- 
ridor from Eritrea to the port of 
Assab on the Red Sea, and who ex- 
tend Into the rich Awash valley — 
comprise a major element in the new 
Djibouti state. 

THE FIGHTING to Eritrea, on the 
northeastern front, has been held up 
on the outskirts of Asmara, the 
provincial capital, and Masaawa, the • 
main port on the Red Sea. The main 
obstacle to victory no longer appears 
to be the military strength of the 
Ethiopian army but the divisions 
among the three rival movements 


which make up the Eritrean Libera- 
tion Front. Now a new division has 
replaced the oldest of the 
movements, the ELF. 

The Eritrean fear is that if they 
took Asmara before reconciling their 
differences civil war will break out 
on the morrow of independence, 

■The real test is likely to come in 
about next month. By then the Ethio- 
pian army — now being heavily 
rearmed by the Russians and 
retrained by the Cubans — is ex- 
pected to be ready to open a counter? 
offensive against the Somalis, rather 
than the Eritreans. 

The brunt of the fighting to "West 
Somalia" has been borne so far by 
the liberation forces themselves, but 
they obviously count heavily an 
arms supplies and logistics support 
from their brothers in the Somalia 
Republic. 

Will the Somali Republic's army 
then stand openly in support of the 
liberation forces to face the new 
challenge from the strengthened 
Ethiopian army? 

In any case, the next three to six 
months will in all probability prove 
to be crucial to the whole future of 
that region. (OEns) 


Somalia-Soviet ties hit new low 


MOSCOW (API. — Relations have 
plunged to a new low between the 
Soviet Union and Somalia, one of 
Moscow’s leading client states to 
Africa and once a model of Soviet- • 
African friendship. 

Somali President Mohammed Slad 
Barre ended on Thursday three days 
of secret, negotiations with Soviet of- 
ficials. A terse Soviet announcement 
which neglected the. traditional 
reference to the mood at the talks,' 
said only that Baxre discussed 
"questions of mutual interest’' with 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin, 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
and Soviet ideologist kflkhafl Buslov. 

The Soviets are walking a 
tightrope, trying to maintain good 
rotations as- well with • the 'newly ' 
Marxist Ethiopian regime^ 
Diplomats say the Soviet Union may 
even be wllltog to Jettison Somalia as 


an ally, despite their long relations, 
in hopes of building a better 
friendship with the larger Ethiopia. 

Such a development would put 
Ethiopia, once staunchly pro- 
Western under the late Emperor 
Halle Selassie, firmly Into the Soviet 
orbit for as tong as Its troubled 
Marxist government lasts. Somalia 
then might swing into the Western 
sphere of influence, diplomats say, 
giving the West another major outlet 
on the Indian Ocean. 

The Somali-Soviet friendship is as 
old as the Somali republic dating 
back to the East African country's 
1960 Independence from Italy and 
Britain. The Soviets poured millions 
of dollars to economic and military 

aid'Ifito'^&'dStaitty to an -effort to 
make the natljyn "a model of how 
Moscow carffi^lp a country develop. 

In return for their aid, the Soviets 


reaped a highly publicised friendly 
association with the young African 
nation and naval facilities for their 
Indian Ocean fleet at the Russian- 
built Somali port of Berbera. 

But relations soured suddenly this 
year when the Somali-Ethiopian con- 
flict broke out. Ethiopia, with a pop- 
ulation of 26 million compared to 3 
million Somalis, had been drifting 
into the Soviet orbit for more than a 
year and apparently was highly 
valued by Moscow. 

Somalia’s Director General of 
Internal Security, Brig. Ahmed 
Suleiman Abdullah, said to a Kuwait 
newspaper Int e r vi e w , last week that 
Moscow has been delaying delivery 
of military equipment to Somalia- . 

-Western di p l omats are skeptical 
that Ethiopia can be as reliable a 
political bet*fbr tb& Soviets as 
Somalia was.

“Now that the footballers have 
demonstrated their complete faith to 
their own negotiators. It is very 
touch on the cards that we will be 
without football, our great national 
game, toward the end of 
September."

Does Dayan speak for Begin? 

THE NEAR unanimous consensus which developed in the j 
Knesset on Thursday around opposition to any form of talks 
with the PLG diverted the spotlight of attention from the major 
event of importance in the foreign policy debate: Foreign 
Minister Dayan’s speech. 

The analysis he presented in the Knesset la in keeping with the 
views he has consistently espoused during the past three years, 
but in tone it would seem to diverge substantively from the 
positions articulated by Mr. Begin since taking office. 

The Prime Minister has reiterated time and again that there 
is no confrontation between the U.S. and Israel; Mr. Dayan 
devoted a major part of his address to a discussion of the serious j 
differences which exist between the two countries on the issue of 
the Palestinians and on the fate of the territories. j 

Mr. Begin has told the Americans that at Geneva “everything j 
is negotiable" but in other statements he has made his deep 
ideological opposition to any withdrawal from the West Bank 
and Gaza abundantly clear; Mr. Dayan was crystal clear on 
Thursday that, although the Government favoured a solution on (I 
the West Bank based on Jewish and Arab coexistence under I 
Israeli control, if the Arabs were to propose a division of I 
territory the Government would be prepared to consider the || 
proposal. II 

The tenor of the foreign policy stance articulated by the | 
Prime Minister has stressed Arab intransigence on the peace 
issue as the major stumbling block ; Mr. Dayan has gone out of I 
| his way to emphasize the importance of President Sadat’s j 
statements regarding his desire to arrive at an arrangement | 
with Israel and capped this in the Knesset by suggesting that 
Sadat should not be dismissed as a dissembler. 11 

Presumably Mr. Dayan’s statements were approved by the It 
Prime Minister. Certainly he has not disowned them or the ap* | 
proach they represent. True, Mr. Begin ’a Information adviser, I 
Shmuei Katz, recently told “Newsweek” magazine that Mr. ]| 
Dayan does not represent Mr. Begin, but not a bint to the same It 
effect has -come from Mr. Begin himself. I 

Despite the undeniable differences in the positions and jj 
analytical emphases of the two men, Mr. Begin's decision to ap- « 
point Mr. Dayan as foreign minister and his continued support I 
for him would seem to indicate a tacit admission on his part that l| 
his own ideologically-baaed positions are untenable as jj 
operative policies.

The Prime Minister's “triumph" in Washington was based on If 
his declared readiness to put off potentially divisive Issues until j j 
the Fall. This is a tactic that cannot be adopted twice. Now that II 
September, the UN and the talks in New York and Washington j 
are upon us, the tactical flexibility Implied In Mr. Dayan's ap- I 
proach is certainly preferable to a position that leads from I 
"everything is negotiable” to refusal to consider any Israeli II 
concessions in talks with the Arabs. I 

While there is reason to believe that Mr. Begin fully supports jj 
Mr. Dayan'S approach to the diplomatic problems that will con- I 
front Israel in the next few months, the same cannot be said for I 
the Prime Minister's party, Herat. In expressing himself as he jj 
has, Mr. Dayan has opened himself up to criticism from that I 
stronghold of Ideological true-believers, and Mr. Katz is | 
perhaps just the first shot in that direction.

The 
Prime Minister, however, by dint of 
hla personality and Us showmanship 
both at home and abroad, has so far 
succeeded in conveying the impres- 
sion of heading an administration 
that enjoys widespread public sup- 
port. 

Some recent polls would seem to 
bear him out. But public opinion is 
notoriously fickle. Charismatic 
1 leadership, such as Mr. Begin' a, can- 
not make do with one good show. It 
has to keep putting on good shows 
and do all in Its power not to fall flat 
. on its face. The normal complement 
of mistakes and blunders that the 
public tends to allow grey and un- 
spectacular rulers is generally 
denied to their more flamboyant 
counterparts.

Mr. Sharon’s plan 

FROM the beginning. It has been said that Mr. Begin's Cabinet, 
in contrast to its predessor, would speak with one voice. 
Moreover agreement within the Cabinet would prevent the kind 
of continuous and damaging leaks to the press that harassed the 
Rabin Government.
